We enjoyed the delight- 
fully direct phraseology of AFL- 
CIO President George Meany to 
Congressman Glen Andrews of 
Alabama during a House sub- 
committee shearing. 

The: Deep South congressman 
had remarked upon “compulsory 
dues” of union shop agreements. 
President Meany replied, “The 
non-union worker is the one 
forced to pay dues — only he 
pays it to the employer in the 
form of lower wages.” 


How about that? 

None can deny the low wages 
and minimum working condi- 
tions of right-to-work states. 
Isn’t this compulsory poverty? 

Section 14(b) is the root of 
this evil and should be removed 
from our great society. 

If all the world is a stage, some 
bad actor employers are trying 
to portray a concern for workers 
by defending the right of indi- 
viduals to reject unions. Kind of 
like a cat insisting the canary 
has a right not to fly. 

Management, seeking maxi- 
mum return on _ investments, 
sometimes allows avarice to di- 
lute the substance of people, We 


agree profits are important. But 
people are important, too, Few 


manufacturers can produce ay 


product without employees. And, 
as yet, industrial engineers have 
not created electronically con- 
trolled customers. 

The economic balance of pros- 
perity needs purchasers who can 
afford the products. This makes 
mandatory an adequate wage 
for employees, in other words. 

A fair share of the profits to 
employees, when applied to pur- 
chases of products, primes the 
pump of prosperity, and pre- 
serves the record profits. 

Seems like we’ve almost con- 
ceived perpetual prosperity, ex- 
cept mercenary management is 
the weak link in the chain of 
free enterprise. We don’t claim 
to be an expert on economics, 
only on the seamy side of some 
employers, Okay? Okay.

trucks and said this was largely 
responsible for the success of the 
Strike and the good settlement.

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Many eyes will be on 
CLC’s poverty project 


The Central Tabor Council’s War on Poverty project 
has won approval of the U.S. Office of Economic Opportunity. 

The eyes of the entire labor movement, as well as officials 
of the War on Poverty in Washington, D.C., will be on our 
project. The main reason is that it is a pioneer project in the 
anti-poverty war. This is the first project of its kind to be 
sponsored by a local labor council. 

We have a unique opportunity. Many persons in the 
Jabor movement across the nation have questioned some things 
about the War on Poverty. This is our chance to show every- 
body the way labor thinks the poverty war should be run. 

Since the Central Labor Council and Building Trades 
Council have been cooperating fully on the project, it is also 
an avenue for strengthening ties between these groups. 

A special word of thanks is in order for Congressman 
Jeffery Cohelan (D.-Berkeley). He helped speed the project 
through the maze of federal bureaus. Approval came much 
more quickly than usual for a poverty war project. In fact, 
it was believed to have been the most speedily-approved proj- 
ect in the history of the Office of Economic Opportunity. Co- 
helan saw the need for fast action, since the project was only 
for the summer, and did what was necessary to get things going. 

Other important facts about the project are that it will: 

e Provide experience in work routine and in following 
instructions on the job for 200 youths who don’t have much, 
if any, work experience. 

e Offer $1.25 an hour during the summer to these boys 
and girls, aged 16 to 21, who come from homes with incomes 
of $4,000 a year or less. 

Also, we hope the project will serve as a model for similar 
undertakings, both here and elsewhere. 


Anti-welfare bills 


On Monday, June 7, a large delegation of unionists, social 
workers, welfare recipients and clergymen crowded into a 
hearing room before the Assembly Committee on Social Wel- 
fare in Sacramento. 

Aim of the hearing was to consider key bills in an anti- 
welfare package, which was described in a letter printed in last 
week's East Bay Labor Journal. 

Upon seeing the large group of opponents, State Senator 
Vernon Sturgeon (R.-San Luis Obispo) announced he did not 
wish the hearing to continue. Sturgeon was the principal author 
of several of the bills. 

A number of witnesses objected. Finally two bills were 
heard — and killed by the committee. 

We regard the committee's failure to hear the other bills 
as unfair. Some of the witnesses had traveled long distances 
at their own expense to attend. 

Nevertheless, an even bigger group showed up this Mon- 
day, June i4. There was standing room only. As a result of 
this determination — and the joint action by these several 
groups — three more of the bills were relegated to the ‘‘dead” 
file. bol action was taken on four others. They were left hang- 
ing fire. 

Unionists in the group were particularly aroused by a 
-Statement made by the Assembly committee's counsel regarding 
one of the measures, Senate Bill 788. 

This measure — one of those killed ~ would have dis- 
qualified for Aid to Families of Dependent Children benefits 


any families whose heads became unemployed because of labor | 


disputes. Asked how such family heads could again become 
eligible for public assistance, the committee counsel said “‘by 
crossing a picket line.’ He said it with a straight face. 

This incident alone shows the need for joint action against 
such measures. Unfortunately, such a show of public opposition 
wouldn't have been necessary if the bills hadn't passed the 
State Senate, most of them receiving the votes of a number of 
so-called liberals, including Alameda County’s spokesman in 
that august body! 


Vegetable prices may go down 


Assistant Secretary of Agriculture George Mehren — 
hardly a spokesman for organized labor — said Monday that 
vegetable prices may go down and added that recent price 
increases had nothing to do with the farm labor situation. It 
was the weather, Mehren said.

their neighborhood schools. 

To compel the expense, incon- 
| venience and risk of bussing a 
| child cross- town without his 
parent’s consent, solely to 
|change the racial percentages 
|in a school, hardly will improve 
| race relations. 

For various reasons many Cau- 
| Casians, including Dick himself, 
have already left Oakland. Cer- 
| tainly compulsory bussing will 


| accelerate the movement from} 


| the city. Over 50 per cent of

teaching, counselling, etc. — one 
of the major complaints of civil 
rights groups. 

The bill would not affect com- 
pensatory education, which I 
have always supported. Neither 
would it affect other special pro- 
grams. Compensatory education, 
incidentally, is for the cultural- 
ly-deprived of all races. 

4. SB. 1449 “says that an em- 
ployer is not discriminating just 
because he had an all-white or 
all-black work force.” 


IN FACT: A fairly accurate 
evaluation — either an employer 
has or has not discriminated but 
the percentage of one race or 
another in and of itself does not 
prove that he has or has not 
discriminated. 

5. S.B. 1063 — “the real clinch- 
er.” It “would make it legal for 
an employer to make a racial 
head count.” 

IN FACT: True, but for the 
innuendos, The bill authorizes 
by statute what the FEPC itself 
The 
announcement has no legal ef- 


|fect and is itself regarded as 


illegal by many. 
Testimony by civil rights 
groups and employers estab- 


|lished the need for such infor- 


mation. The bill specifies such 
information is not to be used for 


| discriminatory purposes. 


Past injustices will not be 


| cured by creating new injustices. 
| Tactics like school boycotts, 
|bussing and preferential treat- 


ment will not secure or increase 
minority rights. 

Beside misrepresenting S.B. 
1407 and 1063, Dick chooses to 
ignore several other bills in the 
“package” — to acknowledge his 
presumed agreement with them 
would weaken his attack.

I have had serious doubts 
about the wisdom of responding 


to Senator Holmdahl’s latest 
missile, I think it stands for ite 
self as an example of politically 
desperate quibbling. And we cane 
not be sure that next week’s mail 
won’t bring another letter com= 
plaining that we mentioned bills 
that he would rather we had not 
brought up at this time, saying; 
in effect, ‘Look, in spite of all 
of these clinkers, I introduced 
two good bills, and you fellows 
didn’t mention them,” or inferr- 
ing that my living in the south 
end of his district rather than 
the northern part has some soe 
cial significance. In this latter 
regard, although the senator’s' 
racial package seems far more 
apt to please a certain Oakland 
publisher than solve the racial 
tensions in his district, the sens 
ator should remember that he 
represents all of the people in 
Alameda County, including repe 
resentatives of some 37 commue 
nity organizations who oppose 
his racial bills. This list now ine 
cludes the Hayward Human Ree 
lations Commission and the Alae 
meda County Democratic Cene 
tral Committee. 

I write this letter mostly te 
clearly delineate the issue ine= 
volved. This is not a polite de- 
bate between Senator Holmdahl 
and me, to be conducted by 
mythical rules obviously as- 
sumed by Senator Holmdahl. It 
is our intention to evaluate the 
senator’s performance in Sacra- 
mento and to disseminate to the 
voters an accurate account of 
his legislative deficiencies. Hope- 
fully this will help a more quali- 
fied candidate win his seat. 
Such an evaluation includes a 
study of all the bills he has ine 
troduced this session and all of 
his votes, not just those he would 
like to discuss. 

In his letter, the senator seems 
to agree with my description of 
most of his racial bills, He then 
proceeds to a series of minor 
unsubstantiated arguments on 
the rest of their content. 

But no amount of nit-picking 
on these bills can change the 
fact that they are deterimental 
social legislation. The senator 
has obviously joined the ranks 
of the ignorant, fearful, mis- 
guided or bigoted who would im- 
pede the progress of our minor- 
ity citizens in their attempts to 
reach full economic and legal 
equality. 

We should not fail to note that 
Senator Holmdahl has recently 
voted not only against the Nee 
gro but also against the poor. 

This column in last week’s 
Journal featured a letter from 
Rodney Larson which accurately 
described seven Senate bills 
which would have an extremely 
detrimental effect on our pres- 
ent social welfare program. Some 
of these bills are obviously anti- 
labor in their intent. All of them 
are inhumane in their treat- 
ment of recipients. The State 
Social Welfare Board opposes 
three of these bills and expresses 
great concern about the possible 
effects of the rest, Senator 
Holmdahl voted for all of these 
bills but one, including one thas 
would help force urban workers 
out to farm labor. :
